Gas, kero- j 
sene, charcoal or electricity may be utilized for 
heating purposes if used correctly:

mote comfortable by having proper heating facilities a£ hand. To my; 
mind, tho ideal "extra" heat is frorn^ 
an open fii'e. Unfortunately we can- 
hot all enjoy this luxury. • Wo can 
have extra heat from some type oC 
stove and suffer no Ill-effects if only 
a. little care is used. 


Kerosene, gas, charcoal, electric- 


ity—whichever one of these elements 
you use for heating purposes ia all 
right if you remember about tho ne- 
cessity for pure air and proper ven- 
tilation. 
Few persons would think of sleep- 
ing in a room with several others 
with the windows all closed. Yet I 
have known these same kind of peo- 
ple to light a ga« or kerosene stove 
and then close all the windows! 
Without 
plenty 
of oxygen 
breathe our bodies cannot live. 
to 


cannot function properly and 
with the loss of the oxygen from tho 
air breathed, consciousness is lost. 
There aro several kinds of gas poi 


soiling-. One form comes from a leak 
In the pipe or jeti or in the defective 
tube leading to tho stove. In such 
a case <the gas escapes directly into 
the, room. 


When gas stovea are burned for 
several hours and no fresh air Is al- 
lowed In the room, tho air becomes 
devitalized. That is, tho part of the 
atmosphere essential 
to 
life—the 
oxygen—is burned up, leaving car- 
bon monoxide*-a- poisonous gas. 
In all cases ot gas poisoning there 
aro several common symptoms, Diz- 
ziness, headache, uneven or stagger- 
ing gait, weakness, prostration and 
even unconsciousness aro among 
theso. 


As a rule, exposure to fresh air, 
the giving of stimulants, artificial 
respiration and rest, will restore the 
victim r>t gas poisoning-. 
In cases where the process of poi- 
soning ha* been gradual, extending 
over a number of hours, more (Iras- 
lia measures rmist b6 employed. : 


In this type of case there may be 
.meonsclousncss and 
convulsions. 


He will 
order a pulmotor and prescribe ade- 
liiate treatment until it-arrives.

WIRES 


Two Ten Penny Nails Driven In 


Board Make Excellent Bending 


Tool 


By CARLTON E. BUTLER, 


Radio Engineer. 


The use or bus bar wiring in re- 


ceiving sets is becoming to be the 
established method. A great many 
fans find it rather difficult to make 
a neat job of it clue to the lack of 
tools to work with, or due to a lack 
of knowledge of how to bend the 
wires. 


Two or three different types of 


pliers are necessary 
to make a 


good job of wiring in the usual way. 
A round nosed pair are usually 
used for bending loops or angles in 
the wires. Where a round nosed 
pair of pliers are not available for 
this work, and a square nosed pair 
are used, you will find difficulty in 
making a neat job. 


When you bend a wire with a 


square nosed instrument the wire 
is sharply bent. If a mistake has 
been made 
and 
you attempt to 


straighten out the wire you will 
find that it has been fractured and 
it will break at the point where it 
was bent.
